WASHINGTON, March 24,—{Speéial.)—All 
efforts to conciliate the conflicting views of the 
Gemocratic members of the house on the tari‘, 
and the necessity for tariff legislation at this 
time. may be considered asatanend. Today 
Mr. Randall has carefully considered the Mor- 
rison bill, with the changes proposed at tho 
covference, which he had with the democratic 
yuembers of the ways and means committee on 
Tuesday night. Today he announced to some 
of the members who were at that conference 
that he could notsupport the bill, and that 
any further effort to patch up that measure, so 
as to make it acceptable to all the democrats of 
the house, would be useless. Morrison and his 
followers have accepted this as Randall's de- 
claration of hostility to any bill they may pre- 
sent, and will now prepare one which 
will, - at. least, please themselves. 
The changes proposed at the conference of 
Monday night, making concessions to the 
jron. rice and sugar interests, were merely 
tentative, and the bill will be reported about 
as it stood before this bait was hung.out. Con- 
corning its fate little doubt is entertained; it 
will be defeated. That forty democratic votes 
will be cast against it in the house, if it comes 
sy the expected form, is a low estimate, The 
ye(vsal of twenty-five democrats to support it

THE CIVIL SERVICE BILL. 

Mr. Clements today submitted a minority 
report, as ‘a member of the committte on civil 
service reform, in which he emphatically dis- 
sents from the views of thegmajority, express- 
ed in the adverse report on the bill of Mr. 
Seney of Ohio, to abolish the present civil ser- 
vice system. He presents a stropg argument 
against thetheory of the system, and then 
proceeds to show how it perpetuates ineduality 
in the distribution of patronage among the 
various states, while it pretends to insure 
the efliciéney of a few clerks to be appointed, 
as vacancies slowly occur, confirms the tenure 
of the thousands who were placed in office by 
partisan favoritism. When the Cox bill, 
amending the present law, comes up, Mr. 
Clements may amplify the points of his report 
in a speech tothe house. Mr. Stone, of Mis- 
souri, also submits a minority report, declaring 
his opposition to the civil service system. 

THE CONTEST IN THE SENATE.

THE EDMUNDS RESOLUTIONS. 


Hipple Mitchell and Mr. Hoar Declare Semi- 
Independence. 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—Mr. Logan’s bill 
to increase the number of enlisted men in the 
aiy Was again discussed, until it was dis- 
placed at two o’clock by the judiciary com- 
niittee resolutions on Garland. 

THE RESOLUTIONS TAKEN UP. 

Mr. Morgan took the floor in opposition to 
the majority report. He entered upon an ex- 
haustive analysis of the question. not only as 
it affected the immediate case under considera- 
tion, but the mutual relations generally of the 
executive aud the senate. In the course of his 
remarks, he instanced a case in which Presi- 
dent Washington had once come and sat in ex- 
Ecutive session with the senators. The presi- 
cent had, still, under the rules of the senate, 
the right to sit with the senate in executive 
Bession, 

Suppose, Mr. Morgan said, that President 
Cleveland should come to sit with the senate. 
What questions could we ask him? Could we 
compel him to answer questions that we could 
Lot compel a senator to answer? Such a ques- 
dion as this: “Have you, sir, in your custody a 
paper sent you by any person, addressed to you 
as a senator of the United States, that relates to 
the conduct in office of A. B., who was suspend- 
ed or removed by the president? If so, produce 
it.” The attempt to enforee a rule that would 
permit such a question, Mr. Morgan said, 
would either fill the jails with senators, after 
exhausting the power of habeas corpus, or 
would bring about a dissolution of the senate 
by reason of the cause suggested by Webster— 
the failure of the senators to meet for the per- 


‘formance of their functions. 


If the eer were asked such a ques- 
tion, and he should reply that he must de- 
tline to answer, not bound to do so, 
and believing it againstthe public interest, 
there it would have to end. The pretended 
object in the present case was to expose the 
papers on the Duskin matter, yet, if the at- 
torney-general should send here any papers 
on file against Dusken, the senate would im- 
mediately close its doors and keep the people 
from seeing them. “I am a firm friend of ex- 
tculive sessions,” Mr. Morgan continued, “‘be- 
tause the safety, decency and peace of society 
Tequires that very much that we are com- 
belid to ascertain and discuss about men 
should never be heardin the pablic delibera- 
lions of the senate of the United States.” 
itis an unweleome and often trying and 
diszusting duty that we must perform in hear- 
ing accusations of crime and immuralities 
igainst men in office, or seeking office. Our 
hiethods of trial are entirely exparte, the evi- 
ence we hear is almost exclusively second- 
ud, or hearsay, and often malice, in its most 
Bélicious form, lurksin the darkness of the 
* uber in order to detame the innocent. If 
* should open the doors and hear the accusa- 


tions, we would oftentimes consign a man to 
infamy by pre-judgment, or force a court to 
try him with the judgment of the senate 
against him in advance on an exparte hearing. 
It weuld be a cruel decree against 
the public peace, against private 
character and common decency to uncover to 
the world what must be uncovered tothe sen- 
ate in the performance of the duty given us 
by the constitution, which we are sworn to 
support. “Let us not,” continued Mr. Morgan, 
‘perform those disagreeable duties in open 
ession. If we must perform it let us draw 
around it the veil of seclusion, for the benefit, 
not of the senate, but for the benefit of the 
ce, welfare and decency of the country.” 
eferring to the determination of the majori- 
ty not to confirm nominations when the pa- 
pers about suspensions are not furnished, Mr. 
Morgan said the senate might as_ well, 
in a fit of passion, declare at an end to all inter- 
course with the president. The attitude of 
the senate could not be justified. 

The senate, Mr. Morgan said, had no power 
to preventthe president from performing his 
constitutional duty. It could reject his nom- 
inations, if 1t thought fit, but could dono 
more. Whatever the president might do, it 
was the duty of the senate to fulfill the fanc- 
tions marked out for it by the constitution. 
The senate was in no_ position to assert that 
the president had not done his duty. If it 
could not show that the conduct of the presi- 
dent, in some way, conflicted with the powers 
of the senate, that should end _ the 
controversy. Mr. Morgan wished the country 
to understand that when the _— senate 
should hereafter be in secret session, and 
could not keep this government in due course 
of action, and it was because the republican 
majority would not permit it. They were 
trving to get the reasons for the president’s 
aciion—something with which they had noth- 
ing to do—and the people recognized the fact, 
though it was endeavored ingeniously to cover 
it up. If the country could be expected 
to regard with amusement anything 
done by the senate, people would certainly 


| Jaugh at the faux pas made by the senate in 


this matter. 

Mr. Morgan discussed at some length the 
question of constitutional limitations on the 
president’s powers, to show that they did not 
affect his power of removal, and that his dis- 
cretion in that respect was absolute; that it 
was purely an executive functien. Mr. Morgan 
said it was shown by the plain fact that it 
implied the exercise of force, when 
that was necessary, to dispossess an 
objectionable officeholder. It was not to be 
supposed the constitution gave congress the 
power of impeachment by a two-third vote, if 
that power could be asserted by a mere major- 
ity of one house, as was substantially attempted 
in this instance. If the republican position 
was now correct, people in order to effect a 
change of administration, would, not only 
have to elect a president, but also wait till a 
change could be effected in the political major- 
ity of the senate. 

MR. MITCHELL SPEAKS, 

Mr. Mitchell coneurred in the report of the 
majority of the committee, in so far as it as- 
serted that it was the duty of the executive 
oflicers to furnish, when called upon by the 
senate, the papers relating to the administra- 
tion of an oftice by a suspended oflicial. He 
would not be disposed to insist, however, that 
the presence of such papers in the senate was 
ab-olutely necessary to the discharge, by the 
senate, of its constitutional duty in advising 
and consenting to proposed removals from of- 
fice. With this qualification, he  con- 
curred in the report of the majority. 
He believed the attorney-general plainly in 

refusing to furnish the papers 
, butif called on to vote on the se- 
| resolutions as a whole he 
culd do suo reiuctantly, and under positive 
protest. His only besitancy would be because 
of the objectionable character of the resolu- 
ticn which asserted -ubstantially that the ab- 
sence of the papers called for would be a 
ground suiicient to Warrant the senate in re- 
fusing to act on nominations referred to. So 
far as his vote, if given forthe whole series of 
resolutions was concerned, while that objec- 
tionable resolution was included, his vote must 
be considered merely perfunctory, and under 
decided protest, and he would 
consider himself to b permitted 
further on,to apply his own construction to 
that resolution, when a nomination came to 
be considered. He would reserve the right to 
exercise his individual judgment as to such 
neminations. Mr. Mitchell believed that the 
administration had committed its very worst 
blunder in declining to furnish the papers, 
but he was unwilling to make that error on 
the part of an executive, who was striving, 
perhaps, to give the country a good adminis- 
ration, the excuse for a still more serious er- 
roron the part of the senate. It would be 
like the case of the boy who refused to play, 
because some Other boy had made a “mouth”’ 
at his sister. [{Laughter. | 
MR. HOAR COMES OUT. 

Mr. Hoar declared similar independence to 
that of Mr. Mitchell in regard to the action 
upon each individual case as presented. If 
satisfied that he possessed the facts in the case, 
refused or no refusal, he would beinclined to 
act on it. Mr. Hoar said he believed three- 
fourths of the republicans in the senate agree 
precisely with the constitutional views as to 
the power of removal that have been express- 
ed with so much pains and so much repetition 
by the gentleman on tlie other side. He was 
bimself, Mr. Hoar said, committed to that 
doctrine over and over again, and had intro- 
cuced a bill for the repeal of the tenure of ,of- 
fice act, and if the president had allow- 
ed the attorney general to send 
to the senate the papers called for, he (Hoar,) 
believed the tenure of office law would have 
been repealed by this time. 

A long colloquial debate followed, in which 
Gray and Edmunds were the principal partic: 
ipants. It was directed to defining the con- 
tention of the republicans that the act of re- 
moval was not complete until the senate had 
advised and consented thereto by the confirm- 
ation of a successor. Mr, Edmunds said that 
this was exactly the position of the repub- 
licans. 

Mr. Voorhees obtained the floor, but gave 
way for a motion to adjourn. He will be the 
first to speak on the resolution tomorrow, and 
will be followed by Mr. Evarts. Adjourned. 

THE EFFORT TO CLOSE UP. 

At the close of today’s debate in the senate, 
on the judiciary committee resolutions, Mr. 
Edmunds endeavored to secure an understand- 
ing that general debate should close at five 
o’clock tomorrow, and that whatever senator 
should then be in charge of the resolutions, 

might, at that time, have one 
hour in which to close the debate, 
and that then the final vote be takon on the 
resolutions. Owing to the uncertainty, how- 
ever, as to what senators might wish to speak, 
and how longatime they might wish to occupy, 
no understanding was arrived at, except some- 
what indefinite, that they should be disposed 
of before adjourument on Friday, and that, in 
the meantime, the debate should be resumed 
immediately after the morning business, 
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POSTOFFICE APPROPRIATIONS. 
Mr. Blount the Bill in the 


Introduces 
House. 
WASHINGTON, March 24.—In the house, Mr. 
Anderson, of Kansas, asked unanimous con- 
sent that au order should be made allowing 
the committee on labor to report for action at 
any time, not to interfere with the revenue 
or appropriation bills, legislation for the pur- 
pose of providing for arbitration in strikes ou 
railroads, 

Mr. O'Neill, of Missouri, thought the order 
should properly come fromthe committee on 
laber, 

Mr, Randail, of Pennsylvania, suggested 
that the subject was the same, whetber it 
came from the committee or from individual, 
and Mr, Anderson pointed out its importance 
by stating that the whole southwest was wit,- 


out a wheel carrying freight. There was 00 
objection, and the order was made. 

At theexpiration of the morning hour, the 
house resumed the Indian appropriation bill. 
The pending question was on a point of order 
raised yesterday by Mr. Nelson, of Minnesota, 
against the appropriation for the Salem Indian 
school. Mr. Nelson said that he thought the 
committee was wrong yesterday inruling out 
the clause relative to Captain Pratt, of the 
Carlisle Indian school, and that that decision 
was applicable to the pending clause, but he 
did not wish to delay the passage 
of the bill, and he therefore with- 
drew the point of order. No further 
amendment was made, and the bill passed, 
yeas 226, nays 5. 

The house immediately went into commit- 
tee of the whole on the post office appropria- 
tion bill. Mr. Blount, of Georgia, chairman of 
the committee on post offices and post roads, 
briefly explained the provisions of the bill. 
It appropriated, he said, $54,326,553,as against 
an estimate of $54,986,166 and an appropria- 
tion of $53,700,990 for the current year. The 
largest proportion of this increase over the ap- 
propriations for the current year occurred in 
the item for railway mail transportation, the 
increase in this item amounting to $1,555,009. 
This was a large increase, and was due to the 
fact that the appropriation for this service for 
the current year was far below the needs of 
theservice. The bill contained but two legis- 
lative provisions. One related to special mail 
facilities, which hadfbeen in the biil for the 
past ten years, and the other to the mail mes- 
senger service. Mr. Blount moved that gen- 
eral debate on the bill be limited to six hours. 
Agreed to, and the discussion proceeded. 

Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, consumed the re- 
mainder of the afternoon in a speech criticis- 
ing the postmaster general's action in regard 
to the appropriation of 3400,000 last session, to 
be expended in the foreign mail service, and 
in attacking the administration upon the civil 
service question. The committee then arose 
and the house adjourned, 


CIVIL SERVICE REPEAL. 


A Report Which Takes Ground Against the 
Civil Service Law. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.— The minority re- 
port of Representative Clements, of Georgia, 
upon Seney’s bill to repeal the civil service 
law, takes the ground that the “grave abuses 
which grew up under the republican rule” do 
not demand or justify the new and radical de- 
parture in the principles embodied in the civil 
service law. Any attempt to limit the presi- 
dent’s power of appointment or removal is 
not valid law, and can only operate through 
executive acquiescence. Theact places the 
power of appointivent in the hands of commis- 
sioners, supposed to be non partisan, who ap- 
ply hair splitting tests, unnecessary ¥to the 
practical ascertainment of the fitness of appli- 
cants. The most serious objections to it is 
that it tends toward a permanent oftice hold- 
ing community, utterly at variance with 
American spirit. In conclnsion, the report 
attacks the present system of the distribution 
of appointments to states,- and Pdeclares that 
if we are tohave a permanent ofticial commu- 
nity, it should be organized on a better basis, 
but the most direct way to reform would be 
through the repeal of the law. 
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SECRETARY MANNING, 


The Sick Statesman Believed to be 
Well. 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—Inquiry at Sec- 
retary Manning’s bouse this morning elicits 
the information, from his private secretary, 
that Mr. Manning is doing well, and that his 
pbysiciams say everything isfavorable. His 
sprained ankle causes him considerable pain. 

Dr. Hamilton, of the marine hospital ser- 
vice, who was the first physician to see Secre- 
tary Manning yesterdry, after lis iliness,made 
a statement to Assistant Secretary Fairchild, 
this p. m., in regard to the condition of Secre- 
tary Manning, from which it appears that he 
has symptoms of apoplexy, and is not 
regarded as out of danger. Dr, 
Hamilton says he will be confined to his bed 
for sausetime. According to Fairchild’s in- 
formation Secretary Manning was first taken 
ill in his office,and in falling to the floor from 
exhaustion, wrenched his ankle Subsequently 
he grew worse, and there were symptoms of 
apoplexy, which alarmed his friends, and re- 
sulted in the summoning up of a physician. 
The attack of vertigo, Fairchild said, was sub- 
seauent to the fall. 

At eleven o'clock tonight, the physicians in 
attendance upon Secretary Manning, stated 
that his condition was substantially unchang- 
ed, although he moves himself in bed with 
rather more ease than hedid this morning, 
and appears more comfortable. His face con- 
tinues flushed, however, and his breathing 
labored. Dr. Lincoln, in response to « ques- 
tion, said: “It willbe several days yot before 
all danger is passed, and several weeks before 
he can safely resume work. Al- 
theugh his physicians speak thus _ hope- 
fully, their troubled looks and_ great 
anxiety exhibited by his family and friends, 
indicate that his condition is at least critical. 
A recurrence of the attack of yesterday is 
greatly feared, and the extreme gravity of the 
case can hardly be overestimated. It is im- 
possible to ascertain from professional powers 
the secretary’s true condition, inasmuch as 
his physicians, out of respect to the wishes of 
his family, decline to give a detailed statement 
of the case. 
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THE FRIENDS OF EDUCATION 


Forming Plans to Secure a Hearing for the 
Blair Bill. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—A_ conference of 
thirty or forty members friendld to the educa- 
tional bill was held this morning in the room 
of the committee of riversand harbors. Mr. 
Cabell, of Virginia, was chairman, and Mr. 
Goff, of West Virgsnia, was elected secretary. 
Mr. Willis, of Kentucky, explained the object 
of the meeting to be to take action looking to 
the speedy consideration ofthe Blair bill by 
the house. After an interchange of opinions 
and a general discussion ofthe subject, the 
following resolution, offered by Mr. Reid, of 
North Carolina, was adopted: 

Resolved, That Mr. Willis, of Kentucky, be, and 
he is hereby requested to introduce into the house 
next Monday, the bill commouly kuown as the 
“Blair bill,” with such amendments thereto as he 
may deem best, if any, and move that the said bill 
be referred to the committee of the house that, in 
bis opinion, will report thereon pope and in 
the meantime the chairman of this conference 
appoint a committee, consisting of two members of 
eech delegation, who shail confer with their re- 
spective colleagues and secure their support of said 
reference, said committee toreport at an adjourned 
aes of this conference, to be held next Satur- 
day at ll o'clock a. m. 


LAMAR TAKES THE LAND. 


Lands Restored to the Public Domain—Not 
a Legal Claim. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—The_ secre- 
tary of the interior Shas Jrendered a de- 
cision in the case of the Atlantic and Pacific 
railroad company, in which he holds that it 
bas no legal claim to land along the line of 
road from San Buenaventura on the Pacific 
ocean in Califernia, to San Francisco, a distance 
of 384 miles, and directs the commissioner 
of the general land office to restore the same 
to the public domain. The fact that this line 
has heen mortgaged, and money raised on its 
credit, is, the secretary adds, the misfortune 
of the mortgagees, in that they took a mort- 
gage on that to which the mortgagers had no 
legal right. This decision restores to the pub- 
lic domain 2,451,200 acres. 


Appealing for Moral Support. 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—Ex-Senator Bruce 
and ex-Congressman Lynch, of Mississipp!, 
called on the president today and appealed to 
him for moral support in suppressing the out- 
rages upon colored people in the south. ~The 
president promised ty comply with their re- 
quest. 


PARTIAL VICTORY 


SECURED BY THE WESTERN RAIL- 
ROAD STRIKERS. 


The Kansas City Strikers Gain Their Point and 
Lift the Beycott—The Missouri Pacific Roads 
. Still in Trouble — Startling Events in 
Texas — Anticipating the Worst. 


KANSAS CITY, March 24.—General Manager 
Nettleton, of the Kansas City, Fort Scott and 
Gulf road, at whose office the conference of 
railway officials was held this afternoon at 
four o’clock, gave out to the public that a com- 
promise had been effected with the switchmen 
and that the men will go to work at once. By 
the settlement the general managers agree to 
pay the switchmen the Chicago schedule of 
prices. Thit raises the blockade from the city, 
except a8 regards the Missouri Pacific road. 

The statement quoting Nettleson as saying 
that the switchmen’s strike was settled, on the 
basis of Chicago prices, was made on the 
authority of an evening paper. Nettleton 
said later to an associated press reporter that 
he bad made no such statement. He could 
only say that the strike had been settled. and 
that he presumed that was what the public 
desired mostto know. The men returned to 
work at 7 o’clock tonight, by order 
of the chief of their association, 
and are themselves ignorant of the prices 
fixed upon, The idea was advanced that the 
officials hope for an early settlement of the 
Missouri Pacific strike, and consider it best for 
the present to Keep secret this settlement. 
The-freight trains are running in and out of 
the yards tonight, and they will be crowded to 
their fullest capacity for some days. Many 
trains bad been side-tracked in the vicinity on 
their way home, and will be brought forward 
as rapidly as possible, 


RIOT IN ST. LOUIS. 


Caused bythe Escape of a Train From the 
Strikers. 

ST, Louis, March 24.—A freight train of 
fifteen cars Was made up this morning at the 
union depot,and started over the Missouri 
Pacific track in the direction of 17th street. 
Arriving at that point, the crowd called on the 
engineerand fireman to leave their posts, 
which they did. The mob here soon became 
so deuse that it was deemed advisable to clear 
the yard, and the police were summoned. 
Soon a force of about one hundred and fifty, 
commaaded by the chief of police and all the 
captains, arrived at the scene. The crowd 
was ordered to disperse, and upon their re- 
fusing to doso, the police made the charge 
upon them, hoping to drive them away with- 
out using their clubs. The latter alternative, 
however. became necessary to resort to, 
the mob still resisting. During the 
struggle which ensued, several of the strikers 
were badly beaten by the police,some of 
whom were in turn badly bruised from rocks 
thrown by the mob. Aftera brief fight the 
crowd was dispersed and driven from the 
yards. Another engine was procured, which, 
after being coupled to tho abandoned freight 
train, drew it from the scene of the riot un- 
der a guard of fifty police, who accompanied 
itasfar as the city limits. No interference 
was wet with. How far beyond this point the 
train will be able to preceed cannot be con- 
jectured, for the strikers may atany time ren- 
per its progress impossible. 

Just after the freight train had gotten away, 
carr’ ing a large portion of the police force 
with it,a mob numbering about 1000 men, 

-a rush for the machine shops of the 

iri Pacific railroad, to take possession 
of them. The courage, however, of a ma- 
jority of them failed, and only about forty 
proceeded beyond half way. and they soon 
abandoned the idea and dispered. A brief 
Gispatch from Kirkwood, twelve miles west 
of here, Says the freight train passed that 
point at 11:30 o'clock, 

ALL QUIET IN ST. JOSEPH, 

A spccial from St, Joseph says that the yard 
men in the Hannibal and St. Joe, and the 
Kansas City, St. Joeand Council Bluffs’ yards, 
stock and freight traffic is almost entirely sus- 
pended. ‘The yardmasters are switching some 
cars of perishable freight, so that they may be 
unloaded. Otherwise no freight is moving. 
— ACTION OF THE MERCHANTS, 

The board of directors and the transportation 
committee Of the merchants’ exchange of this 
city,in joint meeting today,adopted resolutions 
demancing that the strike upon the Missouri 
Pacificrailroad and the Gould south western sys- 
tem of railroads shall cease, and as a means to 
this end, that thestrikers upon these roads 
shall either return to their former positrons, 
or discontinue hindering those who are wil- 
ling to work. The resolutions also invoke 
the civil and military powers of the city, of 
the several counties and of the state, and if 
necessary of the United States, to enforce the 
law which shal! put anend tothe presest de- 
plorable coudition of affairs.

Protesting Merchants to be Avoided Here- 
after, 

DENISON, March 24.—An active boycott has 
been inaugurated by the Knights of Labor 
against the business men who signed the peti- 
tion in regard tothe strike that was forwarded 
to Colonel Hoxie. A number of the knights 
who bad accounts with some of the signing 
merchants, sold their accounts yesterday and 
notified the storckeepers that they would never 
trade with them again. The whistle at the 
shops sounded off and on yesterday, but no 
one was at work. Large crowds of Knights 
of Labor moved toward the incoming passen- 
ger cugine yesterday afternoon, as if to 
disable it, when a company of deputy 
sherifis appeared and drove the 
strikers hack at the point of their Winches- 
ters. They steadily followed the strikers un- 
\i] the wain street was reached, when the lat- 
ter refused to recede any further, and the dep- 
uties raised their guns asthough about to fire 
into the crowd. Sheriff Douglas, however, in- 
terpored here, and arrested five of the strik- 
ers, Who were placed in jail, but afterwards 
released on bail. The situation here is criti- 
cal, and a conflict may occur at any hour, The 
yards and shops of the Missouri Pacific are 
heavily guardod. 
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STRIKING STREET CAR MEN. 


The Philadelphia Drivers Anxioug for a 
Chance to Strike. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa.,. March 24.—The em- 
ployes of the street car companies began to 
assemble at the Industrial hall early as eight 
last night,and by one o’clock this morning the 
capacious hall was nearly filled. A charter of 
Knights Labor was formally presented, and 
nearly three hundred men reinitiated. Senti- 
ment was strongly in favor of a strike at once, 
to force the railway officials to accede to their 
demands, not give time to secure other men in 
their places. The report of the grievance com- 
mittee, presented by Chairman Allider, when 
it announced that the delay of a week asked, 
was greeted with loud cries of derision. The 
mep remained in session until 2:30 a.m. After a 
heated discussion,in which an immediate tie up 
was freely ad vocated,it was decided{to abide by 
the agreement of the arbitration committee, 
and wait until April Ist forthe answer of the 
board of presidents. The representatives of 
many roads expressed a desire to stop work at 
once, but the cars were taken out this morn- 
i al.

New York, March 24.—The Tribune tomor- 
row will publish an interview with Jay Gould, 
in which the latter is quoted as saying that 
there can be no compromise with the Missouri 
Pacific strikers in the present instance, and 
that papers are even now in preparation for 
proceedings against all the members of the 
Knights of Labor concerned in it, who hadany 
property, in civil suits, for damages. 

La SALLE, Ill., March 24.—The railroad 
strike is doing great damage to this part of the 
state. Mathiesser & Hegeler received their 
ore for the manufacture of zinc from Missouri, 
and have but small quantity of mineral and 
cannot get any shipment. 

NEW YORK, March 24—The strike of the 
cloak makers is expected to be ended tomor- 
row.

Cuicaco, March 24.—A meeting of 250 mem- 
bers of the Seamen’s union last night decided, 
almost unanimously, to join the Knights of 
Labor. Among others,tRichard§Powers, presi- 
dent of the union, advocated such action. To- 
night was set as the time for organizing the 
local assembly. It was stated that the move- 
ment would extend among the seamen on the 
lakes from Oswego, N. Y., to Milwaukee. 


THE QUEEN TAKES AN AIRING. 


An Insane Man Presents Her With a Peti- 
tion. 


Lonpom, March 24.—The queen, according 
to the announced arrangement, went in state 
this afternoon to open the ceremony of laying 
the foundation of the examination hall of the 
coliege of surgeons on the Thames embank- 
ment. She was accompanied by the premier 
and princessof Wales, and other members of 
the royal family. The weather was clear and 
beautiful, and the people turned out in vast 
numbers along the route. The royal party 
was everywhere received with the 
heartiest enthusiasm. Later in the 
day, while the queen was riding 
in an open carriage in Hyde park, accompanied 
by lDrincess Beatrice, a poorly dressed man 
elbowed his way close to the carriage and 
threw something into it. Great excitement 
was created, and the man was hurried away by 
the police. The first impression was that 
some mischief was intended, and that a missile 
or explosive had been thrown. It, however, 
proved to be a petition in an incoherent and 
disiointed fashion, from an evidently insane 
man, for relief or redress. The man oilered no 
resistence and made no elfort to escape. He is 
an emaciated and care-worn, low-sized mau 
of siender build, His identity has uot vet 
been established. 
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THE BELGIAN RIOTS 


The People Almost in a State of Levolution 
A Shopkeeper Killed. 

Preuesris, March 24.—The strike began by 
the n:iners at Liege a fortnight ago, is extend- 
ing all over Belgium. It has practically as- 
sumed a universal demand by the miners of 
the country for an increase of wages, accom- 
panied by adecreasein the hours of labor. 
This Jabor movement at Liege is under con- 
tro] of the anarchists, and the city is really at 
their mercy. In many instances mobs of an- 
archists have stopped people in the streets and 
demanded money, threatening violence if it 
was notgiven them. They have also broken 
windows in a freat number of houses and 
shops. The garrison is confined within the 
barracks in readiness for service. A pamphlet 
called *‘The Catechism of the People’’ is being 
industriously circulated. It teaches the doc- 
trine of a general redistribution of wealth, 
and urges the use of force to accomplish its 
practice. A large number of warrants for the 
arrest of persons engaged in the disturbrnces 
have been issued. Aman named Van Wagener 
was today sentenced to six Jmonths’ imprison- 
mant for inciting the strikers to pillage. A 
shopkeeper named Jacobs, who had refused to 
close up his place, yesterday, when a sentry 
bad summoned him to do so, was shet and 
killed by the sentry while looking out of his 
window. His death has cansed much excite- 
meut. and the authorities fearthat his funeral 
will be made the occasion for a riot. 
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THE ORANGE THREATS. 


To Fight for the Existing State of Affairs in 
Ireland, 

LONDON, March 241.—Atan orange banquet 
in London this evening, to celebrate the return 
of the Ulster members of the house of com- 
mons, several] speakers presented a repetition 
of the scenes of 1688, and said that if necessary 
orangemen would arm themselves against the 
pope and tools of popery. Major Sanderson, 
member of parliament for North”Armangh, 
said he doubted if the English troops sent 
against orangemen would use their bayonets. 
Anyhow there were thousands of orangemen 
in the British volunteer army who would 
willingly go to Ireland atthe earliest moment. 

News Long Delayed. 

Lonpon, March 24.—The report of serious 
engagements in Madagascar late in lebruary, 
in which the French were said to be disas- 
trously defeated, proves to have been without 
foundation. The accounts of the battles 
brought by the African mail steamer were of 
battles which took place in September last, a 
short time before the cessation of hostilities. 
There bas been no outbreak of hostilities. 


ROPE FOR A TRAMP, 


Who Was Guilty of an Unpardonable Offense 
—An Attempt to Lynch Him. 

LONG PINE, Neb., March 24.—A desperate 
attempt was made yesterday to lynch an un- 
known tramp, who had committed a brutal 
assault upon the eight year old daughter of 
John Wilkins, of this place. The whole town 
turned out, and captured bim about two miles 
out in the country. His preliminary examin- 
ation occurred in the afternoon. The girl 

itively identified him as her assailant. 
John Wilkins, her father, attempted to shoot 
bimin the court room, which was crowded 
with eight hundred le. He was restrained 
by the constable. The tramp was remanded 
for trial, and a special posse of thirty men were 
sworn in to protect him during his transit to 
the county jail. The infuriated crowd follow- 
ed the officers to the depot, where a passenger 
train was waiting.Repeated attempts were made 
to secure the rapist. On the platform lariats 
were thrown over the heads of the deputies, in 
the hopes of encircling the man and choking 
bim then and there. He was safely landed on 
the train, when fifty men jumpedon board, 
but were driven off at the point of the depu- 
ties revolvers. Aftera hard fight, the train 
started out, and the prisoner was taken to the 
county jail at Ainsworth.

ITHE CATHOLICS’ DUTY. 


THE DECREES OF THE BALTIMORE 
COUNCIL. 


The Indissolubility of the Marriage Tie—The Ne- 
cessity of Catholic Education—Fairs and Pic- 
nics Forbidden —The Sale of Intoxi- 
cating Liquors also Forbidden. 


BALTIMORE, March 24.—The decrees en- 
acted by. the plenary council, held in this city 
in November, 1584, which were sent to Rome 
for approval and returned several months ago, 
were given to a few favored persons today in 
printed ferm. They extend over four hundred 
pages, a.d arein Latin. The American will 
tomorrow publish an extended summary of 
them, which was prepared by one of the lead- 
ing translators connected with the 
church in this city. The decrees 
are contained under eleven titles. Special en- 
actment are made to meet all possible contin- 
gencies, and these wise and timely regulations 
will largely contribute to place the diocese on 
a sure footing. Special attention isto be paid 
to the music adopted in the churches, to add 
solemnity to the sacred services. Worldly, ir- 
religious and censual strains are positively to 
be excluded from church exercises. 

THE MARRIAGE BOND. 

One of the most important decrees is that 
concerning matrimony. Since mariiage was 
raised in the new law to the dignity of a sac- 
rament, it belongs solely to the church, to 
whom the administration of the sacrament 
was entrusted, to pass judgment on the valid- 
ity, right and obligations of marriage. This 
being the case, and the marriage tie being in- 
dissoluble, it is obvious that there is no power 
on earth which can _ dissolve Chris- 
tian marriage. Against such as. in- 
fringe these laws, severe penalties are to 
be enforced. No legal divorce has the 
slightest power, before God, to loose the bond 
of marriage, and make a subsequent one valid. 
Even adultery, though it may justify “‘separa- 
tion from bed and board,” cannot loose the 
marriage ties, that either of the parties may 
marry again during the life of the other, nor 
is legal separation to be obtained without 
first conferring with ecclesiastical authority. 
Though the church sometimes permits the 
marriage of a Catholic with a non-Catholic, 
she never does so without regret, and with the 
explicit understanding that the children of 
thore parties must be brought up in the Cath- 
olic faith. 

THE CHURCH AND EDUCATION, 

Regarding the instruction of the laity, the 
council decrees that since religion can never 
be divorced from our actions. there is need of 
erecting everywhere parish schools, which 
may so temper religion with science that the 
two may go band in hand. To effect this, the 
council orders that within two years from the 
prouiulgation of these degrees, a parochical 
schoo] must be erected and started near each 
church, unless the bishop, for grave reasons, 
shou!d defer fora time the building of such 
school. Should a pricst, by bis own negli- 
geuce, prevent the successful carrying on of 
such schoo!s, even after repeated warnings 
from bis ecclesiastical superiors, he is to be 
judged worthy of removai from sach position. 
All Catholic parents are bound to send then 
children to these schools, unless they send 
them to other Catholic academies, or are law: 
fully exempted by those who have charge of 
these affaires.

PICNICS AND FATES. 

Another thing done by the council is the 
prohibition of picnics and excursious by nig tt, 
ou Sundays, or on other feast days or fasting 
days. This way of making money for church 
purposes will be hereafter forbidden, and only 
allowed by the bishop, with the necessary pru- 
dence and reserve. Thesale of intoxicating 
liquors will not be allowed in any case. Fairs 
also are not to be held hereafter without a 
special permit from the bishop, and not on 
Sundays, and no intoxicating liqnors can be 
sold by them. Suppers and dinners, social 
parties and halis given at night, for raising 
money, are prohibited, 
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MURDEROUS MEXICANS 


Put Crawford Oui of the Way by Assassi- 
nation. 

Ticson, Ariz., March 24.—Lienutenant Maus 
has made a supplemental report in reference 
tothe murder of Captain Crawford, by the 
Mexican troops, and it has been sent to Wash- 
ington. It contains his own report and state- 
ments by Lieutenant Shipp, Mr. Horn, andthe 
hospital steward, all white men, who were 
present atthe time. The attack occurred at 
daylight. (Captain Crawford wore his undress 
uniform, and Lieutenant Mausa long United 
States overcoat. Lieutenant Maus says he 
was within ten yards of the Mexicans while 
talking. Horn says that while the Mexicans 
were talking, they were sending men 
quietly around to occupy the hills 
where the scouts’ had fortunately 
gathered. While talking to Horn, one of the 
Mexicans suddenly raised a gun and shot him 
inthe arm. The hospital steward said while 
he bad his back turned the Mexican fired 
two shots at him at close range. He was in 
the undress uniform of his grade. The Mexi- 
cans refused to answer any of their cries until 
the scouts, from the top of the hill, had killed 
four Mexicans before Lieutenant Maus could 
restrain them. Maus concludes with the di- 
rect statement that Crawford was assassi- 
nated, 
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THE HEAVENS GREW DARK. 


While the Tornado Blowed Through the 
Valley. 

FINDLAY, O., March 24.—A tornado passed 
over Bellemore, a small town northwest of 
this city. in Putnam county, Sunday. The 
heavens suddenly became dark, and there 
came a terrific storm cloud, funnel shaped, 
tearingupthe trees by the roots, blowing 
down smal! buildings, and destroying every- 
thingin its path. A protracted meeting was 
being held at the Methedist church, when the 
storm came on. The steeple was blown down 
aid the roof carried off. The congregation 
was panic stricken, but fortunately no one was 
killed, though many received bruises and cuts 
which may result fatally. The damage done 
by the cyclone will amoant to many thou- 
sand dollars.

An Old United States Note Printed in 17790, 
and Signed by ER. Roberts and J. Maloney. 
From the Madison Madisonian. 

Yesterday we were shown an old United 
States note, the tave value of wuich Was sixty 
dollars, which was found in some old papers 
by Dr. Chas. Scoggin, who has beeu visiting 
his grandfather, Mr. J. F. Johnson, in this 
county.

The Change of Gauge. 

It has been definitely and fully determin- 
ed that the gauge of all the railroads in this 
section of the country shall be changed on 
Monday, May 31, and Tuesday, Junel, to 
the gauge of the Pennsylvania railroad— 
namely, 4 feet § inches. As nine-tenths of 
the mileage of the country bas a gauge of 4 
feet 85 inches, a compromise. wheel gauge 
has been adopted, so that the cars of all the 
broad gauge roads in the land will be inter- 
changeable after the first day of June. ‘The 
change of gauge in this section will embrace 
13,128 miles of road, made upas follows: 
South Carolina, 1.320 miles; North Carolina, 
960; Georgia, 2,413: Florida, 1,250; Ala- 
bama, 1,803: Mississippi, 776; Louisiana, 
313; Kentucky, 1,118; Tennessee, 1,886, and 
Virginia, 9-1. It will be the greatest change 
of gauge ever simultaneously attempted in 
this or any other country. At the close of 
the first day of June there will not be a mile 
of five-foot track in the country, outside ofa 
few scattered and detached switches and 
abandoned tracks. 

The task is a gigantic one, but each road 
for itself isalready at work changing the 
running gear of its rolling stock and organ- 
izipg roadway forces against the days named. 
Instructions bave been sent to the different 
shops and division offices, and ina _ short 
time every emplove will understand 
the part he is to take in the process of nar- 
rowing the tracks and the trucks to fit. The 
Louisville and Nashville company alone 
have nearly 8,000 freight cars, whose trucks 
are to be remodeled. ‘The entire cost of the 
change on that road will be, it is estimated, 
$300,000. The cost of the entire change will 
exceed $2,000,000. 

But costly as the undertaking will be, it is 
conceded on all hands that it will put an 
end to much trouble, inconvenience and 
expense. It will be done, in other words, 
because it will be money in the pockets of 
the railroad companies to doit. The cost 
of hoisting a car at the Ohio river or in Vir- 
ginia is about fifty cents, andthe cost of 
transferring goods from car to car is at least 
four times as much, All such transfers, in- 
volving great expense and loss of time, will 
be unnecessary after the first lay of summer. 
A car of melons from Valdosta can then be 
sent without change to Winnipeg or to the 
White mountains. The change will be a 
benefit commercially, and it will knit the 
country closer together socially and politi- 
cay. It will prove an unmixed blessing 
and convenience. 


. The Trade Situation. 

Recuperative influences are steadily at 
work, and each month more machinery is 

putin motion and more new enterprises un- 
dertaken. There is no prospect of, no desire 
for, anything approaching a boom, but there 
are many indications of a slow and healthy 
movement towards greater activity and pros- 
perity. 

The rates of interest are low, and are 
donbtless toremain low, and profits of all 
kinds are correspondingly reduced. The 
railroads are not earning large dividends on 
watered stocks; people in business are con- 
tentto accept half the profits they demand- 
ed three years ago, and the wheat farmers of 
the northwest, and the cotton farmers of the 
south, no longer expect to become rich from 
the out turn of asingle year. The wheat 
farmers see before them opposition farmers 
not only in Indiaand Australia, but on our 
own Pacific coast, and the all-wheat policy 
will be abandoned. If the growers of cot- 
ton would be equally sensible, there would 
be more money made in the south and all 
the country would be glad of the change. 
In such times as these it is best not to stake 
all upon one crop. 

The chief feature of late has been the Ja- 
borstrike. Such conflicts between labor and 
capital do not have a tendency to strengthen 
the currents of trade. Itis a noticeable 
fact, however, that nearly every demand for 
Ligher wages is granted, This isof itself-an 


indication that the factories and railroads 
anticipate more business and better profits. 
Besides the strikes that invelve fully 60,000 
men, there are severa! rate wars in progress. 
These disturbances are only the friction of 
business, and they will doubtless adjust 
themselves as soon as their promoters become 
tired of warfare, 

The steady shipments of gold do not alarm 
the treasury department or any one outside 
of it. The secretary of the treasury has 
called in ten million more three per cents. 
The bank loans of New York, Boston and 
Philadelphia continue to increase, reaching 
last week an aggregate of $598,000,000, or 
about $70,000,000 more than one year ago. 
The amount of deposits has correspondingly 
increased. The banks are stil] strong in 
specie and currency reserve. 

There is nothing unsound in the entire sil- 
uation. Confidence is slowly returning, and 
capital is slowly going into new enterprises. 
Caution is still manifest, but it is not all 
cantion, as was the case one year ago amonp 
the capitalists. They are beginning to look 
for opportunities to usetheirmoney. The 
wheat crop in the northwest looks good. 
There are fewer failures. All branches of 
trade, in other words, are hopeful and rea- 
sonably active. 


A Cowboy Evangelist. 

‘There are evangelists and evangelists. 
Some are gifted men, and are undoubtedly 
called to their work. But in all ages of the 
world there have been imposters and fanat- 
ics, and modern evangelism cannot escape 
these disagreeable nuisances. 

Recently we have seen in this country a 
class of traveling religionists resembling, in 
mapy respects, the howling dervishes of 
India. Some of these men are doubtless 
sincere, but their methods shock and disgust 
the majority of Christian people. 

The moving cause of these reflections, it 
must be admitted, is one Lampasas Jake, 
otherwise known as the cowboy evangelist 
of New Mexico. We are willing to make 
large allowances, and as arule, the simple 
statement that a man is preaching the gospel 
disarms our criticism, but we do not hesitate 
to say that the cowboy evangelist is too 
much for us. In other words, we draw the 
line, big and black, a sortof barbed wire 
fence as it were, between the Christian com- 
munity and La: pasas Jake. This new phe- 
nomenon preaci sin -frontier saloons. He 
describes his own remarkable conversion, 
and then proceeds to put in his work on the 
sinners. A leiter from New Mexico says: 

‘Jake preaches nothing but repentance and sal 
vation. He lives off the country, he says, He takes 
up no collections and he asks few fayors. Ie goes 
well armed and never lays aside his weapons, even 
when preaching. He has fights frequently, and he 
sometimes briugs men to repentence by main 
strength. Wherever he tinds three or four cowboys, 
gamblers, rustlers or adventurers, he begins his 
services, 

“Going into one of the hardest of the numerous 
hard saloons in this place, the other night, 
mounted a chair and commanded silence. The 
games and drinking came toan and about 
twenty men, young and old, looked up. Oue fellow 
undertook to edge out, but Jake stopped hiin, 

***No, you don't, mister,’ he said, pointing his 
fingerathim. ‘No, you don't. When you get to 
hell you ll have chances enough to comea sneak 
on somebody, but vou don’t doit here.’ Then 
Straightening himself up, he yelled in a voice that 
made things creak 

‘How many of you’s ready todie now with you 
boots on? Where'd you be to breakfast’ Don’t 
any of you drunken, swearing, fighting, blasphem- 
ing, gambling, thieving, tin-horn, coftin-paint ex 
terminating galoots look atme ugly, because | 
know ye. l’ve been through the drive. You're all 
in yoursins. You know a fat, well-fed, well-cared 
for, thoroughly branded steer when yon see one, 
and you can tell whose it is and where it belongs. 
There’s a man that ownsit. Thereis a place for it 
togo. There's a law toprotect it. But the maver- 
ick—who's is that? You’re all mavericks and 
worse. The maverick hasno brand onhim. He 
goes bellering abeui until somebody takes him in 
and clasps the branding iron on him. But you 
whelps, you've got the devil’s brand on you. 
You've got his lariat about you. Helets you have 
rope now, but he’ll haul youin when he wauts 
firewood,’ ”’ 

There is a column more of this stuff, but 
this sample will do. Possibly it will be said 
that Lampasas Jake knows how to reach the 
cow boys, and that his methods suit his au- 
dience. If this style of defense justifies 
Lampasas Jake, it must also be urged in be- 
half of the Salvation Army and the howling 
dervish eccentricities. But, in point of fact, 
this blizzardy exhorter of the southwest is 
beyond the limits of reasonable apology and 
defense. He is a blasphemous nuisance and 
should be abated as such. It is to be hoped 
that a healthy reaction in public sentiment 
will soon render it impossible for either 
frauds or fanatics to make triumphal tours 
through the country, drawing the masses 
after them, just as monsters in a circus pro- 
cession attract the rabble.

Kelocution Made Easy. 

Mr. George W. Cable’s statements con- 
cerning himself are characterized by a calm 
power, or a powerful calmness, it is difficult 
to tell which. 

In a recent interview he said that he had 
always been timid, but when he decided to 
appear in public as a reader he took ‘‘some 
lessons in elocution,’’ and then started out 
with what success all the world knows. 

Elocution must indeed be an easy art. A 
timid little man with a weak voice would 
appear to be an unpromising subject for an 
elocutionist to train. But Mr. Cable found 
the road easy. After taking ‘‘some lessons’’ 
he mounted the stand, and for two seasons 
his demi-semi-quavering high-keyed voice 
has titillated the tympanums of wondering 
northern audiences. 

It should be mentioned in this connection 
that Mr. Cable discarded his southern pro- 
nunciation and adopted that of New Eng- 
land. Perhaps much of his success is due 
to this fact. Itis not every man that can 
summarily plunge his mouth into the slough 
of “innocuous desuetude,’’ and with the aid 
of ‘‘some lessons,’’ orate with his proboscis 
to the entire satisfaction of critical New 
England ears. Such an achievement de- 
serves to rank among the prodigies of cul- 
ture. It suggests an unutterable train of re- 
flections.

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EXPLODED AFTER TWENTY YEARS 


A Young Man Killed by the Explosion of a 
Shrapnel Shell. ; 

GALVESTON, Tex., March 21.—Incidenta! te 
the defemse of Galveston island during the 
late unpleasantness, the gailant confederate 
General Magruder established a fort in the 
western suburbs of the city, in a locality now 
known as the intersection of Avenue N and 
Thirty-seventh street. Time ‘and increasing 
population has, however. effaced all evidence 
of the fort. and but for the recent discovery 
by a number of boys of a uautity of Shrap- 
nell shells in the numerous sloughs and 
lagoons in the vicinity, all recollection would 
be but a matter of history. Among the boys 
were Edward and Henry Dippe, the oldest 
sged fifteen, aud on finding that these 
spherical case shot contained a number of 
leaden bullets, which could be utilized for 
hunting, they tooka number of them home, 
on Avenue N, near Thirty-fifth street. 

Among others, Fred Gould, living in the vi- 
cinity, was informed of the find. Fred was 
aged 18,a member of the Knights of Labor, 
Cotton Handlers Assembly No, 1,202. He was 
employed at*the Factors’ and Taylor presses, 
and was one of the men who recently quit 
work in obedienceto the mandate of the o: 
cer. 

Fred called on the Dippe boys, and, repair- 
ing to the yard in the rear ofthe house, they 
began the work of extracting the bullets from 
the sheils. Fred removed the plugs while the 
Dippe boys, after soaking the shells in a 
bucket of water, shook out the bullets. Sev- 
eral of the shells had been thus treated when 
Fred picked up one which he remarked would 
be difticult to opez. The ping was covered 
witha led cap, which he sought to removo 
with a hatchetandan old file. Mrs. Dip: 
was seated on the back gallerv,watching Fred 
as, with the shell between his knees, 
worked away with hatchet and tile, 
Dippe boys were standing in front, a few ! 
away from him, when suddenly the old 
struck fire. The tiny spark ignited the fuse 
which, after all the vears and water soakin 
hed still kept dry beneath the leaden cip 
There was a flash, an explosion, and Fred 
Geuld lay dying on the ground, with horrid 
rents in his side and both legs filled with 
bullets and face blackened with powder. ile 
lived about twenty minutes. Fragments of 
the shell tore through the house from rear to 
front, carrying away the sashes and making 
great holes in the weatherboarding. The back 
gallery, against which Fred was seated at the 
time, also bears the marks of she!! and shot. 
Pieces of the shell were carried great dis- 
tances, yet, strange to say, though only a few 
feet away, Mrs. Dippe and hersons escaped un- 
injured.

The trucks are wheeled along fast 
enough. The point is just simply this: If 
there is a fire inside of four blocks of the 
truckhouse the trucks will get there as quick 
as any ofthe machines, If the fire is away 
out on the suburbs the driver has instructions 
to go slow, because water is what 
is wanted at such tires, and it 
does not matter if the trucks 
are slow getting there. Now, if a fire is here 
in some of the large buildings, unless it is in 
the basement, the first thing needed is the 
trucks. All this kicking amounts to nothing, 
The people don’t understand how the machines 
work. Evenif the trucks were needed when 
a fire occurs way out of town, lead bars are 
carried on the trucks and it only takes a few 
seconds to put a pair of the hose reel horses in 
and jerk the trucks right where we want them. 


The same kind of trucks are used in other | 


cities, and they have no better streets 
than we have. The old trucks are suited only 
for small places They are only intended for yil- 
lages. Leta fire likethe James bank block 
happen again andthe people will see what 
good the trucks are. They are the best 
made, and Atlantians need not kick about 
their weight.”

THE’ ARMSTRONG CASE. 


Rev. Chauncey Williams Writes a Letter ou 
the Trial. 


Several days ago the Rev.C. ©. Williams, 
rector of St. Panl’s church, of Augusta,received 
@ letter from a commaunicant of St. Phil p's 
church, who was also a friend of Dr. Arm- 
strong, asking his advice as to how he should 
actin the present state of affairs. Mr. Wil- 
liams’s reply was as follows: 


ST. Patl’s CHURCH, AUGUSTA, Ga., March 15,1436 
~My Dear Mr : lam glad yon felt that you 
could write to me as frankly as you have in your 
letter of the Sth instant, which l received this 
morning. If I can be of any help t you iu your 
difficulties believe me it will be a privilege and 
no trouble atall. Aslunderstand your p sition, 
it is substantially this: 

First. You believe the bishop’s sentence upon 
Dr. Ames to be unjust. 

Second. Believing it to be unjust, the bishop's 
action has embittered you towards him personally. 

Third. In consequence of this feeling of per- 
sonal bitterness (a) you would be unwilling to re- 
ceive the holy communion at his hands; (b) and 
not being in ‘love and charity” with him, you can- 
not go to communion at all. 

Fourth. The only course, therefore, which seems 
open to you, is to withdraw from the communivl 
of the church altogether. 

Fiith. One other consideration leads you up to 
the seme conclusion. viz: You feel that if you fe- 
main in the church you are ‘thereby indorsing the 
bishop’s sentence‘ and you cannot conscientiously 
do that. 


If 1 am Correct in thisstatement ofthe dificuat- 
ties which are weighing upon your conscience I 
will te}l you very frankly what impressions they 
make upon my mind:§ 

First. You have a perfect right to your opivion 
as totheiustice or injustice of the bishop’s sentence 
ard | believe Bishop Beckwith would be the last 
man in the world to question your right of differ- 
ing from him. Thetestimony inany case, aspec- 
ially where it is of aconflicting nature, will impress 
differently the minds of different men. The bish- 
op was compelled to act_ upon hisown judgment, 
not on yours ormine. Hecould not do otherwise, 
and you could never have respected hiin if he did. 
At the same time, if your opinion differs from his. 
vou are entitled to hold it, and neither he nor any 
one else should expect you todo otherwise. One 
thing. however, must be remembered: The whole 
testimony of the case has not been published. 
It is impossible that you or 
should know everything that the bishop had_ be- 
fore him when he made up his decision, It may 
be that even if we did we should still dissent from 
his conclusions, But, in the meantime, is it not 
fairy that we should wait until we do know all the 
facts just as he knew them before we pronounce 
his sentence to be just or unjust” If, however, you 
are persuaded that you have a thorough know!l- 
edge ot the whole case and that the sentence is 
unjust. then, as] said before, you have a perfect 
right to your opinion. 

2. Butif your conviction that the sentence is un- 
just has embittered you toward the bixhop, person- 
aily, it must be because you distrust his motives in 
reaching that decision. You must think that he 
was actuated by some animosity toward the parish 
or else by some personal unfriendliness to Dr. Arm- 
strong himself. Now, ] need not remind you, my 
dear friend, how delicate and unsafe a thing it isto 
sit in judgment upon anybody's motives. A man’s 
acts are legitimate subjects of criticism, but there 
is only One who can discern the thoughts and in- 
tents of the heart. I am not surprised that, in your 
loyalty to Pr. Armstrong, believing him to be 
wholly inuoceut of the charges made against him, 
the verdict of the courtand the sentence of the 
bishop should have staggered you. It was 
only natural, that in trying,;to account for a decis- 
ion which seemed to you so plainly unjust, you 
should have been tempted to believe that some un- 
friendly motive was behind it all. Butif you will 
only accord to the bishop what you claim for your- 
self, viz: the right toform an independent judg- 
ment upon a great mass of testimony, | think you 
will agree with me,that we have norightto impute 
to him any unworthy motive. I do not kuow that 
anything) can say is likely tochange your person- 
al opinion of him, but I feel that | must say this: I 


have known Bishop Beckwith intimately eve 
since I was 15 years old, and J have never kuown 
a man more absolutely free from anything like jeal- 
OUSV or envy or vindictiveness, auy 
man more incapable of any meal 
ness O1 littleness whatever And 
I have never known a more conscientious man, 
one who tried harder to do bis duty faithfully and 
honest!y and in the fearofGod. If hisjudgment has 
been at fault in this matter, you can take my 
word forit that he has only done what his con- 
science compelled him to do, and at the cost to 
himself ot more personal suffering and pain than 
you bave any idea of. I can assure you, from my 
own personal knowledge of the man, that you are 
wholly mistaken in your’ judgment of him. If 
yvoucounld know, as I know, the agony of trial 
through which he has gone in the past few weeks, 
not daring to violate his conscience and yet almost 
crushed to the earth, at the thought of adding one 
pain tothe sorrows of Dr. Armstrong and his 
tamily, you would feel that you could never receive 
the holy communion at any wortbier hands than 
your bishop’s. and you would never find it in your 
1eart to bear him anything but charity and good 
will. 

1. But if you cannot overcome this bitterness 
which isin your heartagainst the bishop personally, 
you feel] that your only resort is to withdraw from 
the communion of the church altogether. Now you 
know very well how painful it would be to me to 
have you do anything of that sort under any cir- 
cumstances. But I know you only want to do 
whatis right. How, then, could it possibly help 
you out of your troubles to abandon the church ? 
You do not propose, of course, to abandon pr re- 
ligion because Bishop Beckwith has decided a case 
contrary to your convictions of justice. And the 
question of your personal enmity to any man is 
simply a question of religion. It is aquestion be- 
tween vour soul and yourGod, You cannot escape 
it by leaving the church. It would stand be- 
tween you and your Savior, whenever you 
knelt down upon your knees, whether 
at your bedside or in some church which is 
not yourown. Itis a question of personal reliz- 
ion, bot a question between one Church and ai- 
other. You cannot solve it by simply changing 
your ecclesiastical relations. On the contrary, 
you would always feel that you had given up you 
church, with all its blessed privileges and al] its 
sacred associations, not beeause the church had 
forfeited its hold upon your intelligence and upon 
your heart, but simply because an ollicer of the 
church, in the discharge of his official duty, had 
pronounced a sentence which you thought to be 
unjust. And I do not believe that your conscience 
would ever sustain you in doing that, No, my 
dear friend: there is but one way to overcome 
these feelings of bitterness in our bearts. 
We must fight them on our knees, 
We must try to see if there be not some 
charitable construction that may be 

ut upon what seems to us ull- 
just. We must resist the temptation to impute bad 
motives to people. We must try to give them cred- 
it for the same honesty which we claim for our- 
selves. We cannot afford todrop the Lord’s prayer 
out of our religion. 

Fifth. But you feel that if you remain in the 
chu'cui :ou are thereby indorsing the bishop’s scn- 
tepce on Dr. Armstrong. Idonotthink so at all. 
The bishop’s decision in a trial has nothing what- 
ever todo with our relations to the church, one 
way orthe other. Suppose, for example, he had 
set aside the verdict of the court and acquitted Dr. 
Armstrong, do you think that the standing com- 
mittee and the church advocate and the members 
of the court, would have had to leave the church 
in order to show that they did not jindorse his de- 
cision’? You will agree with me, I am sure, 
that if they did, they would only be doing 
themselves a great injustice. I do 
not believe that Dr. Armstrong hinself would wish 
foutomake any such sacrifice to prove your 

riendship for him. He would feel, i am sure, 
that it was a very questionable tribute tothe great 
work he did in St. Philip’s parish, if at the close of 
it, his people were willing to giveupthe religious 
convictions and the church associations of a life- 
time, simply out of personal soyenty to him. No’ 
the church does not belong to the bishop or to Dr. 
Armstrong. It is your church as much as it was 
ever theirs. Outside of all personal = er, age and 
al] personal disagreements, our allegiance is first 
and above all things to Christ and His church. 
That church bas been an unspeakable comfort to 
you in your tamily and in your own spiritual life. 
There is no reason why it should ever be anything 
else. Let noman, therefore, dispossess you of 
your birthright. If ihere is trouble stay 
quietly in your pence and wait, in 
patience and in prayer for the coming of a more 
peaceful day. Do what you can to uphold the new 
vestry in their efforts to preserve the integrity of 
the parish, Let no personal censideration induce 
you by your withdrawal, to be a party to breaking 
down God’s work in the old parish, and I believe 
that you will find that the church will still be to 
you what it hasbeen in the past—the appointed 
channe) of the Lord’s grace to your soul. I[ pray 
that you may be enapled to do this, andthat you 
and vour children after you may live and die in 
its holy fellowship. 

I do not know whether this hastily wri'ten letter 
will answer your doubts and settle your difficulties. 
lonly know that I have prayed God that I might 
be guided to advise you rightly. If Ican ever be 
of any help to you, you know that you Can com- 
mand my advice at any time, and that you have 
alweys the loye and sympathy of your sincere 
friend, CHAUNCEY C, WILLIAMS.

Vas.the beastiy 
sinner required to stay outside and idle 
for five years’? Whatever else be taught by 
this wouderful parable, this certainly is em- 
phasized, that confession and repentance brought 
instant restoration to favor and to duty. 

”’. The second isthis: A womanis brought for- 
ward accused of a most heinous sin which she 
could not deny, nor could she say one word in its 
extenuation. Standing there in self-convicted 
guilt and covered with shame, she hears the true 
Christian words, ‘Neither do [condemn thee: go 
and sin no more.’’ What, not condemn such an 
offender? Deep down in her trembling heart, and 
helf concealed by what remained of womanl!y 
modesty, no doubt he saw aglow, perhaps but a 
flickering spark of repentance, and forthis it was 
He did bot condemn but bade the offender go and 
sip n0 more. Asa preparation for resumption of 
duty and of work, was there not inserted a condi- 
tion offive years—or five days—or five minutes? 
The pardon and the authority to live and work 
were co-incident with the first motion of repent- 
ance. 

3. But here is one still more in point: The trust- 

cd apostie who had been frequeutly favored with 
scenes and privileges which only two other of his 
fellows had been allowed to enjoy, was the offen- 
cer. Ofall the apostles be was the eldest and the 
bravest, if not the most trusted and relied upon. 
And yet this man when trial came, ignominiously 
betrayed his Lord, not only in violation of every 
principle of fealty to his leader, aud especially 
now when in trouble,but also of his ewn voluntary 
vows of devotion even tothe sacrifice of his life. 
The first charge from a little girl brought forth 
a denial of bis identity, and afterward 
he not only lied, but blistered his soul with the 
erjury repeated over and over and louder and 
guder—this, too, in public, and when and where 
it could do most harm. One look unstopped the 
heart-springs, and penitential] tears flowed, and the 
vile offender goes ont bowed under humiliation. 
Again we see him glad to meet his risen Lord, and 
ready cheerfully toserve Him. He heard with in- 
creasing pain the repeated questions, ‘‘lovest thou 
me more than these?’ Surely to this apostolic 
megnate, Cisgraced as a perjurer, there is some 
dread condition before restoration, but all he hears 
is, ‘feed my sheep, feed my lambs.’’ Was there 
nota suspension of, say, ten or five years’ Nota 
day, not even so much as a positive allusion to his 
great sin! 

In conclusion let it be remarked: 

1. That no man can look down into the heart 
and there discern the presence of genuine repent- 
ance. But that statement carries with it its owa 
corollary, that therefore we can only accept its 
profession and await its fruit in due season. 

°, Everybody, they say, has some sort of sorrow 
for every detected sin. The murderer and the 
thief, as scon as detected, and still more when 
sentenced, bave some sort of repentance, 
and the state cannot forthat pardon. This is true 
and for obvious reasons—but the church—O! if the 
Master said an individual should forgive his 
brother seventy times seven times, how often 
should the church forgive? No being but God 
Himeelf can give the rule in multiplication by 
which to compute the answer, But you say 
the repentance must be ine, sor- 
row for the sin, turning away from its further in- 
Anigerce and turning unto God in hew obedience.

For, Ob ! let heaven wit- 
ness and he}l stand aghast—it isfor mercy to one 
already a childand repentant for his departure, if 
departere it was—mercy vouchsafed not because he 
was pure or good or holy, but simply because he is 
a sinner and, therefore, just such asthe precious 
blood of Christ was shed to cleanse—-mercy to heed 
the Master's brief but pressing command ringing 
down through the corridors ofthe centuries and 
gladdening hearts and homes and eae heaven 
itrelf—*Feed My lambs! Feed My sheep! Strength- 
en the brethren ”’ 

The writer knows Dr. Armstrong, and believes 
that, though he may have done wrongin his de- 
sire and intent todo amost noble deed, still he 
bas been much sinned against, and that now, 
were it possible, he should be restored to his min.
